The Government of reconstruction and re- 
form has started badly in Lreland. Nothing

This was 
designed to help the very large numbers of 
persons in Great Britain whom the armis- 
tice deprived suddenly of high wages at 
munition factories and other war indus- 
tries, The system was dumped upon Ire- 
land without the slightest regard for the

created no uhemployment here, and that 


the amount of the donations, as compared 
with our. average standard of rural wages, 
would be a direct inducement to idleness. 
The inevitable happened. Ouf industrial 
life has been upset, and hundreds of 
thousands of pounds of the taxpayers 
money have been worse than wasted. 
After two months of this disastrous folly 
the Government has discovered what any 
junior clerk in Dublin Castle could have 
told it in November of last year. It 
now admits that the conditions in 
Ireland “vary materially” from those in 
Great Britain, and the stable-door is to 
be locked after the steed has vanished, 
In future the donation in Ireland 
will be limited to demobilised sailors 
and soldiers, to members of 
trades, and to certain trades concernipg 
which the Lord Lieutenant shall have cetti- 
fied that the armistice has produced sub- 
stantial unemployment. We stated ten 
days ago that the salaries of branch office 
managers were based partly on the number 
of claims which they allowed. When Sir 
Maurice Dockrell raised this question yes- 
terday Mr. Wardle blandly professed ignor- 
ance and asked for information. Mr. 
Wardle is the Parliamentary Under-Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Labour. We pre- 
sume that, as such, he has access to the 
printed instructions and explanations which 
the Ministry supplies to the managers of 
its branch offices in Ireland. 

Yet another proof of the Government's 
haphazard treatment of Irish affairs is 
found in Mr. Wardle’s statement. He 
tells us that “immediate interim grants” 
will be made for the purpose of finding 
etnployment for demobilised soldiers in 
Ireland. The grants will be spent on 
“general utility work of a constructive 
character.” Obviously this arrangement 
has been made in a hurry to meet 
the difficulties of Lérd French's De- 
mobilisation Council. The Council was 
appointed to find work for discharged 
soldiers. So far it has done nothing— 
probably for two excellent reasons. 
Litile work is now available for these 
men in the towns, and no work at all 
on the land, where the public temper is 
hostile to them; and the Govagnment’s 
programme of reconstruction, on Shick the 
Council was depending, still hangs fire. 
The delay in the production of this pro- 
gramme is an increasing mystery. Every- 


body knows that at the outset progress was: 


hindered by differences of opinion between 
Lord French and Mr. Shortt. Now, how- 
ever, Lod French has a new Chief Secre 
tary, with whom he is believed to be in 
full accord. The need of a sound and 
Generous scheme of fteconstriction is 
urgent, if only as a set-off to Sinn Frin’s 
Barmecide feast of barten bombast. Why 
has it not been produced at any time dur- 
ing the la#t six weeks? This temporary 
scheme of work for soldiers is one result 
of that unfortunate delay. If a well 
planned and liberally financed scheme of 
reconstruction wete before the country to- 
day; thousands of discharged soldiets 
would be able to earn good wages, and, 
at the same time, to play their part in a 
thorough and logical reconstriction—ot 
rathef construction—of the national life, 
In the absence of that schethé they are to be 
set to “general utility work” fnaticed 
by, interim grants. Sincé the general 
plan does hot exist we have no assurance 
that, when it is evolved, the “ utility 
work ' will be found to fit into it. Rather, 
we must fear that, when the time comes, 
the general plan may be maimed or dis. 
torted in order that, the “ utility work ” 
may not be left high and dry. An Irish

Germany and Poland. 


After the usual storm of protests and 


requests for an extension of time to enable | 


them to consider the new articles, the 
German delegates at Tréves signed the 
Allies’ armistice terms on Sunday evening. 
The official text is not yet available, but 
it is known that one of the conditions de- 
manded was the total abandonment of 
Germany s military projects against 
Poland. The growing danger in that 
quarter had been the cause of grave 
anxiety, and it was high time for the 
associated Governments to step in and 
arrest it. On Thursday last Marshal yon 
Hindenburg’s forces began offensive opera- 
tions against the Poles on a grand scale, em- 
ploying a large concentration of artillery, 
gas, and flame-throwers. The Poles were 
compelled to retreat, and it was evidently 
the enemy s intention to push the advan- 
tage to the utmost before they were pre- 
sented with the Allies’ demand for a 
cessation of hostilities. The future 
frontier between Poland and Germany 
is a matter for the Peace Conference, 
That was stipulatéd_im President Wilson's 


fourteen points, which Germany accepted 


without reservation. Germals-efarts to - 


keep Poland in a state of ferment are easy 
to understand. Knowing that she will 
never regain Alsace-Lorraine and her 
Colonies, she hopes to recoup herself by 
becoming the dominant Power in Eastern 
Europe. A strong and independent Poland 
would make that scheme impossible, and 
therefore Germany was determined to do 
everything in her power to cripple the 
newly-formed State at the outset by dis- 
crediting it in the eyes of the world and 
producing conditions which would prevent 
it from absorbing any part of Prussian 
Poland. If that plan had been “allowed 
to mature, the Peace Conference would 
have been a sham and the League of 
Nations a mockery, for the foundations of 
the German hegemony, to destroy which 
the war was fought, would have been laid 
afresh: The armistice terms, however, 
avert tha? danger, and give us good réason 
to hopé that Germany will not reap any 
benefit from her unwarranted resumption 
of hostilities. According to the unofficial 
réports, which may be accepted as trust- 
worthy, the enemy have been required to 
withdraw their forces behind a “fixed ” line 
which will bind them to the districts where 
their own countrymen form the majority of 
the population. 
covers the province of Posen, but leaves 
in German hands that of West Prussia. 
If this be so, we may assume that the 
associated jovernments have taken 
adequate measures to ensure the safety of 
the West Prussiar. Poles and the main- 
tenance of the Polish communications 
through Danzig for all Polish and Allied 
purposes. In a note which the German 
delegates handed to Marshal Foch com- 
plaint was made of the “curt orders and 
prohibitions? issued by the Supreme War 
Council, but an assurance was given that 
German forces would evacuate the terri- 
tory demanded. The German Government 
also undertakes in the note to fulfil the 
stipulations which it has hitherto failed 
to observe, whether of a naval, a military, 
or an economic charactet, but it adds the 
significant sentence: “We must wait to 
see whether “we are if a position fully to 
follow the contemplated instructions of 
the Allied Supreme Command.” “Wait 
and see” will not be tolerated, Unless all 
the Allies’ demands are met, the final 
armisticé Which is how in coutse of pre- 
paration will have to be of a stifier 
character than its predécessors.

Bul no one can say that such an 
attempt, whichl would only be made after long 
and careful préparation, would not score some 
preliminary successes, and France, who has 
been saved in Chis war only by frightful euffer- 
ing, asks what guarantees the League has 
against a repetition of this suffering in the 
future. The question for her is not whether, 
but when, the material force of the League can 
be mobilised; and, after all, she has the right 
to be the judge of whether the protection will 
come soon enough. It is our duty to develop, 
by every possible means, the power of the 
League to put forward ite strength promptly, 
but the problem of joint action always presents 
very great difficulties. As an alternative, 
France asks that she should, in view of her 
position, be allowed to have especial guarantees 
of her security, and if the arrangements for 
securing prompt military action are not eatis- 
factory, i will be difficult to refuse her claim.

* President Wilson seams to have taken all ihe 


good weather with him ‘to America, because 
ever since he left Paris last might it has been 
simply pouring rain, and the place is just about 
as miserable in consequence as it possibly could 
be.

It was, therefore, cer- 
tain that the Commission on the League of 
Nations, of which Mr. Wilson has been the 
Chairman, would continue its work in the Presi- 
dent's absence, and that by the time he re- 
turned to Paris a great deal would have been 
done to hasten the conclusion of the task. As 
the Covenant involved obligations*concerning the 
use of sovereignty, expenditure of public moneys, 
the application of force, and the possible use of 
armed forces, M. Pichon said that it would have 
to go before each Gevernment like any ordinary 
bill.
